In response, Applicants have cancelled claims 4 and 6 and amended claims 1, 5, and 7.

VERSION WITH MARKINGS TO SHOW CHANGES MADE 

1. (Amended) An isolated nucleic acid sequence comprising [a] melon fruit-associated 
promoter [selected from the group consisting of a cmACOl, cmAC01/TE4, MEL7, MEL2, 6E, 
and 2F promoter,] MEL7, characterized by the ability to promote fruit-associated expression of a 
transgene to which said melon fruit-associated promoter sequence is operably linked. 



5. (Amended) The isolated nucleic acid sequence [melon fruit-associated promoter] of 
claim 1, wherein the melon fruit-associated promoter [is a MEL7 promoter having] MEL7 has 
the nucleotide sequence presented as SEQ ID NO:42.
